The Berth Viet- 
namese considered reunification their ultimata objective 
and would not agree to anything which tended to freere the 
partitition of Vietnam, fabwwfor Unger commented that 
Hanoi's relations with China cculd influence Its opinion on 
this question. If the Berth Vietnamese became increasingly 
worried about over dependence on Chine, they eight view 
membership in the SH as a safeguard. Hr. Buffur sold that 
G Thant had mentioned this possibility a year ago and we 
bad informed him at that time that the proposal would cause 
us no trouble. 

Governor Barriatan con tinu ed to doubt that the proposi- 
tion was feasible but encouraged PE end 10 to do farther 
w ork on it and see how far they could c a r r y it.
